Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant initiated an interview to explain and to discuss ways to 
expedite the prosecution of the present application. It is noted that claims discussed as per amendment filed with the 
Request for Continued Examination on 9/14/2007. The examiner thanks the applicant for clearly expalined the 
differences between the present application and the applied prior art and agreed that limitation of "a controller for 
directing said scan mirror to adjust a position of said interference pattern on said (optical storage) medium in response 
to motion of said platform relative to said target" of claim 30 appears to overcome the rejections of record. It is also 
agreed that the above limitation will be incorpaorated into other independent claims (claims 1,10 and 31); and newly 
amended claims 37-42, which are directed to different speicies will be cancelled to expedite the prosecution of the 
present application.
